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Grass bank being 
destroyed by kids

CONFUSION surrounds who owns a grass 
embankment in the Beggar’s Lane area of Honiton. 

Residents in the lane say they are becoming increasingly 
concerned at the number of children playing on the 
emba nkm ent that runs between their properties and nearby 
St Leonards Road. 

They say that the youngsters are destroying the area and 
are causing damage to the grass bank. 

Joe Palmer, who lives in the lane, said: “Children are 
mainly playing at the main road end on the embankment 
between Beggar’s Lane and St Leonards Road. They are 
destroying the bank by running up and down it. 

“We want to have some fencing put up to stop any more 
damage happening.” 

Mrs Palmer said she has been in contact with the county 
council but is unsure who exactly was responsible for the 
maintenance of the grass bank. 

She said: “I have spoken to the Highways Agency but 
they say it is nothing to do with them and I have also been 
in touch with the county council but they haven’t been able 
to clarify who owns the grass bank. 

“The council have been sweeping Beggar’s Lane but 
some of the maintenance is getting pretty shoddy and there 
is nothing happening with the embankment. There are a lot 
of elderly people who live in the area and they are 
becoming quite angry at the situation. 

“We just feel like we are being passed around at the 
minute.” 

A spokesman for East Devon District Council confirmed 
that the bank was not the responsibility of the district 
council. He said: “According to our records, the grass 
embankment between the gardens of homes in St Leonards 
Road and Beggar’s Lane is part of the curtilage of the 
highway and as such would be the responsibility of Devon 
County Council.” 

A spokesman for DCC said that their records show that 
the area could be under the control of Devon and Cornwall 
Housing Association Ltd (DCHA). 

He said: “A member of our highways team spoke to Mrs 
Palmer on Wednesday, September 16th. From what we can 
see it looks like the embankment belongs to Devon and 
Cornwall Housing.” 

A spokesman for DCHA said they were looking into the 
situation as this newspaper went to press.

Millers Way play area, 
Mountbatten playing field, Allhallows 
play area and skate park, Charles Road 
play area. Pale Gate Close play area, 
Glen Farm play area, Dove Close play 
area, Whitebridges play area and 
Cherry Close play area. 

Dogs will have to be kept on a lead 
at several points throughout the town 
including the path from Battishorne 
Way to Roundball Wood and The 
Gissage Riverside Walk at Oak Lea. 

A spokesman for Honiton Canine 
Friendship Group said: “The group’s 
view was that this was a positive 
outcome which gives fair 


consideration to all users of public 
open spaces, including dogs and their 
owners. 

“The group recorded its gratitude to 
Honiton Town Council and EDDC for 
the support and recognition that it had 
received for its efforts in promoting 
responsible dog ownership in the 
town.” 

The group are planning their next 
campaign and more details will be 
released within the next few weeks. 

The spokesman added: “Not resting 
on its laurels, the group is already 
planning its next and soon to be 
announced campaign of activity aimed 
at increasing awareness of its 
objectives. 

“These objectives include ongoing 
vigilance to ensure that the actions of 
a minority of dog owners not 
maintaining appropriate control of, or 
cleaning up after their dogs, do not 
jeopardise the enjoyment of the 
responsible majority.”

Police accused of wasting 
resources over ‘rave’ case

A MAN on the suspected ‘rave 
float’ has accused police of 
wasting resources, saying there 
was never going to be a rave. 

As reported last week, police kept 
tabs on an Axminster Carnival float 
and apprehended it in a field after 
receiving information it would be the 
centrepiece of a rave. 

Police said float members at the 
field admitted the plan was to stage a 
rave and spread the information in 
pubs after the carnival, but cancelled 
the idea as police were on to them. 

Last week’s article sparked reaction 
from people involved with the float. 

Daryl Collins, for example, said the 


only so-called ‘admission’ was made 
in a sarcastic way by a frustrated float 
member when police wouldn’t accept 
that no rave was planned. 

Mr Collins, who lives in Axminster, 
helped to organise Bugler’s Garden 
Party to create an entry that would 
appeal to people aged from 10-21. 

Mr Collins wasn’t on the float when 
it was apprehended by police, but 
said: “A rave was never planned. A 
party for the six of us and our partners 
were planned in the farm, not in open 
air. 

“Nobody turned up at the address of 
the alleged rave, so I think they 
[police] put two and two together and 
got six. 

“Police were so insistent we were 
having a rave that one man on the 
float sarcastically said ‘We are going 


to have a party and have invited 5,000 
people’. 

“They wasted their resources in 
following our float around. 

“Axminster is getting the nickname 
of Smackminster because of drug use. 

“What is being done about that 
[drug use]?” 

Sergeant Peter Trudgeon said last 
week’s Pulman’s View article was 
“factually correct”. 

He also said police were determined 
to prevent the scenes of two years ago 
when police had to disperse another 
rave in the town and a patrol car had 
its tyres slashed. 

Sergeant Trudgeon added: “The 
police had no intention of allowing a 
further incident to occur. 

“One of the primary roles of the 
police is to uphold the Queen’s Peace. 


“Planned events such as this one 
will continue to be stopped.” 

Mr Collins is aware of what 
happened two years ago but thinks his 
float was wrongly targeted, saying: “I 
think we’ve been tarred by the tyre 
slashing brush. 

“We got to bear the brunt of other 
people’s poor behaviour.” 

With regards to tackling drug use 
PC Darren Herridge pointed out that 
Axminster police this year alone have 
executed eight successful drugs 
warrants at properties in the town 

Sergeant Trudgeon added: “The 
police take illegal drugs very 
seriously. Information can be passed 
anonymously using the 

Crimestoppers number 0800 555 111, 
or a call to the police on 08452 777 
444.”

Losing store surprised and 
disappointed over outcome

SAINSBURY’S will not have a 
presence in Seaton unless 
circumstances change. 

That is the message from a company 
represenative following the decision by East 
Devon District Council to allow Tesco to 
build a store in the town. 

Jamie Baker, Sainsbury’s regional 
development executive said: “We are 
surprised and extremely disappointed with 
the committee’s decision, not least because 
it fails to take into account the 
overwhelming support and clearly 
expressed wishes of the local community. 

“I would like to give special thanks to 
everyone who attended the meeting and the 
21 supportive speakers — accounting for 
nearly all of those that addressed the elected 
councillors — who prepared such well 
considered and perceptive points. 

“Local support aside, there were also 
strong planning reasons to support the 
scheme including the opportunity to 
enhance Seaton as a visitor destination, 
boost the range of community facilities and 
provide a high quality gateway to the World 
Heritage Coast. 

“We also believe, like the district council’s 
own independent consultant, that our 
proposal was the only scheme that will 
complement the town centre since the 
proposed store size is in scale with Seaton’s 
catchment area. 

“What’s more, we consider our scheme to 
represent the best opportunity to kick-start 
real regeneration in Seaton since each 
element — the foods tore, new visitor centre, 
improved tramway and cycle hub — would 
have been built in one phase and attract 
some 170,000 new visitors to the town each 
year.”

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Woman criticises council 
for not allowing adoption

AN Axmouth woman has 
criticised Devon County Council 
(DCC) social services for refusing 
to allow her to adopt a child. 

Sara Perry has been trying for a 
child with her husband Sean since 
they married in 2001. 

Nothing had happened by the 
summer of 2007 and that is when the 
couple decided to go and see a doctor. 

“Sean and I looked into the 
possibility of adoption before we had 
a fertility report as we felt it was a 
path we would like to go down,” said 
Mrs Perry. 

“After receiving the information we 
booked ourselves into an intial 
meeting taking place a couple of 
months later. During that two months 
we continued with the various 
examinations as to whether we could 
parent a child naturally. We talked a 
lot about whether the results would be 
positive and if they were would we 
still want to adopt. Both of us decided 
we did. 

“At the meeting we sat in a room 
with various other couples of all ages 
who were in the same predicament. 

“One of the things that surprised me 
was the fact that adoption is open to 
so many more people now than it used 
to be. Even those who had a criminal 
record could be considered. We left 
the meeting feeling positive and 


happy to go ahead even after the news 
that my results had shown that my 
tubes were blocked and that IVF 
would be the only way to go. 

“Although a positive person I felt 
that the chances of success when 
undergoing IVF were slim. I wasn’t 
sure if I wanted to put myself through 
the disappointment when there are so 
many children needing a good home 
already in the world.” 

After the first meeting it was 
another two months before another 
meeting was set up, this time with a 
different social worker. 

Mrs Perry said: “The news that my 
tubes were blocked only came to us 
the day before the assigned social 
worker came for a visit. She asked us 
the question when did we find out 
(about the fertility report) and I said 
quite plainly ‘yesterday’. 

“She then asked us some more 
questions and then left saying she 
would email if they had approved us 
of going any further. The email 
arrived quickly saying we had been 
approved and I was so pleased that the 
fact we had only just learnt about the 
infertility wasn’t going to stop us 
proceeding.” 

The couple attended an adoption 
course and further meetings were set 
up with another social worker who 
would carry out the home study. 

Mrs Perry said: “This social worker 
seemed unfocused and told us that she 
didn’t have the correct paperwork. 
Straight away we didn’t feel 


particularly comfortable and when 
she had gone both Sean and I felt 
unsure and very depressed about the 
whole procedure. 

“I called the adoption agency to 
discuss this with one of the social 
workers that I had met on the course 
and she reassured me a little. I spoke 
to Sean and we decided to continue 
and see what would happen at the 
next meeting. 

“The next hurdle came when we 
were asked about our fertility history. 
Concerns were raised that we hadn’t 
really given the adoption process 
enough thought and had had enough 
time to grieve. I told her that if this 
was the case then why had we been 
approved to go any further at the 
beginning?” 

Some time later the hospital phoned 
the couple and asked if Mrs Perry 
would like to consider having IVF 
treatment again. 

This time Mrs Perry decided to go 
through with it. 

She said: “Out of the blue the 
hospital phoned and asked us about 
the treatment. We decided to go with 
it just to say that we have done it and 
we can rule it out. It took place in 
November 2008. My body really 
didn’t like it and I became very ill. 

“Despite having the IVF we still 
always wanted to adopt, this had 
never changed, we still want to do it.” 

In January this year Mrs Perry was 
back in contact with the adoption 
services at DCC. She was told it 


would be two months before they 
could send somebody round for an 
evaluation visit. 

Mrs Perry said: “Another social 
worker came round and she told us 
that this was her first time working 
with parents. After about five visits 
she asked about my IVF treatment 
and I told her. 

“I was then told that I had 
considered adoption too quickly after 
the IVF treatment. The social worker 
said she would have to get in touch 
with one of her supervisors. 

“Yet another meeting was made and 
we got ourselves ready. This is when 
they told us that they wouldn’t be 
taking our case any further and that 
our case would be taken to panel early 
for recommendation. They have 
recommended we are not approved. 

“In the report that has been sent they 
have stated that we are not 
trustworthy or honest individuals and 
that we haven’t come to terms with 
our childlessness. 

“The only thing I am guilty of is not 
mentioning the IVF back in January 
and I find this an unfair evaluation of 
whether I am suitable to be a parent or 
not.” 

Mrs Perry added: “The adoption 
services don’t seem to be willing to 
look into cases properly and it is 
really unfair. I want people who have 
had similar problems adopting to 
come forward and write in to DCC 
and support us. What is the system? 
What is the box that you have to tick 


in order to become a mum?” 

A spokesman for DCC said: “We 
are proud that Devon’s adoption 
service was recently inspected by 
Ofsted and designated as outstanding, 
something only five other local 
authorities have achieved. Many of 
our adopters approach us initially 
having heard by word of mouth of our 
inclusive and welcoming approach. 

“The aim of the service is to assess 
and prepare adoptive parents who are 
able to meet the needs of the children 
we have to place. We prioritise those 
people who we feel will do this best, 
which means that there are many 
perfectly responsible, lovely people 
whom we have to turn away. 

“The process involves initial 
information meetings, preparation 
courses and many social work visits, 
as well as the required checks and 
references. A very full report is 
prepared and presented to the 
adoption panel, who make a 
recommendation about the 
applicants’ suitability. 

“The applicants have the 
opportunity to comment on the report 
and are invited to attend the panel. 
The director of early years and 
families makes the decision about 
whether or not they are approved as 
suitable adoptive parents. 

“If anyone is unhappy with the 
explanation offered, they then have a 
further opportunity to speak directly 
to the adoption panel.”

(ACT) play celebrating the 1960s.

FOLLOWING the decision by East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) to grant Tesco permission to build 
a store in Seaton our website has been inundated 
with residents in the town and surrounding area 
who have been expressing their feelings on the 
matter. 

Simon Wentworth, of Seaton, said: “Sainsbury’s 
proposal did not address the derelict site, which is a mess. 
That is why they lost. The area they planned to build on is 
already in use. I am glad to see some positive development 
in the town at last.” 

Gary, of Torquay, said he was glad Tesco was coming to 
Seaton. 

He said: “I’m delighted that Tesco are coming to Seaton. 
The town needs a store that can cater for almost everything 
and give the town a more modern look. Good luck to 
Tesco, saying that I do feel sorry for the lovely little houses 
and people just across the road from the site.” 

Jon Underwood, of Axmouth, said: “What utterly 
contemptible rubbish from Ms Chiswell. She makes Tony 
Blair look truthful. There is a huge majority for 
Sainsbury’s and against Tesco, as anyone who conducts an 
unbiased survey will quickly find.” 

J Davenport, of Seaton, said: “The EDDC have always 
gone against what we in Seaton want, why did we expect 
this to be any different, but we must not take it lying down. 
The residents in Seaton and Axmouth should have had an 
official vote to decide this, after all we are the ones who 
have to live with it. 

“We live opposite what was the holiday village but is 
now a demolition site, the building site however, will be 
much worse.” 

Nick Dodson, of Seaton, said the issue should have gone 
to a vote. 

He said: “Shame that EDDC have chosen to ignore the 
local people of Seaton. Shame that we’ve not had a chance 
to use the electoral register to put the issue to a vote. A 
shame that supermarket blight will now invade an area 
worthy of a better and actually sustainable development. 

“A shame on the named councillors who supported this 
and cunningly avoided a very warranted more analytical 
public enquiry.” 

Syliva Akehurst, of Seaton, said: “More of the same from 
EDDC. I really don’t know why they bothered with the 
farce of consultation - it was probably a done deal. I am 
leaving Seaton for some months so am unable to get 
involved but I sincerely hope - that for the sake of this town 
that has been home to me for over 45 years - that 
Sainsbury’s will appeal and the residents of both Axmouth 
and Seaton will take some lessons from Honiton.” 

John Crowe, of Axmouth, said the decision was a 
tragedy. 

“What a tragedy for the area,” he said. 

“The effect on the environment will be awful with the 
huge amount of infill required. Why Tesco, when there are 
so many in the area and no major competition? You only 
have to compare petrol prices in this area with those where 
there are Asda or Sainsbury’s stores to see the difference. I 
hope that the reasoning for this decision will be made 
public soon.” 

Sandra Walker, of Seaton, said: “What a great pity that 
the wishes of the majority of Seaton residents was given no 
consideration. I haven’t heard anyone say they were in 
favour of the Tesco bid. The general consensus is that there 
are numerous Tesco stores in the vicinity and competition 
and choice would benefit the community.” 

Alison Hill, of Axmouth, said: “Seaton is part of a World 
Heritage listed area renowned for its spectacular coastline 
and wildlife and now....Tesco. What were EDDC thinking? 
They don’t have to live with the trucks going past their 
house every day, the environmental destruction and the 
large blot on the landscape. 

“I urge everyone to support their local Seaton businesses 
as their days are numbered if Tesco succeeds.” 

Hundreds of you have also been voting about this issue 
on our online poll. 

The results at the time of writing show that 83 per cent of 
you are in favour of a Sainsbury’s in Seaton, nine per cent 
want a Tesco, seven per cent of voters want neither and 
only one per cent wanted both stores in the town.

I WILL never become a war correspondent 
covering conflicts far away — but at least I can 
say that I was embedded with Axminster police on 
carnival night. 

Yes, guilty as charged, I was the little prat who tried to 
look important when following Sergeant Trudgeon 
around town a few Saturdays ago. 

I probably ended up looking like his little poodle more 
than anything else, but when there is a job to do you 
have to put yourself in the firing line. 

Anyway, after last year’s less-than-calm carnival, 
police were determined to reclaim the streets. 

As a result, no less than 30 officers of varying ranks 
were deployed — and I was invited to follow their work 
from close. 

After arriving at the police station for a 6pm briefing, 
footpatrol commenced. We had only made it to the 
footpath leading to Fosseway Close when the sergeant 
stopped two young men who carried a box of beer each. 

Only one of them was of the legal drinking age, so the 
sergeant, aka Party Pooper, confiscated the box carried 
by the younger man, and I wondered what the two men 
made of my presence. 

I have been on police patrol before and there is always 
a slight risk that anybody apprehended in your presence 
will mark your card and shout “pig lover” or words to 
that effect in your face next time you meet, or worse. 

There is a balance to be struck as the aim of the 
exercise is to see and hear as much as possible without 
inflaming the situation by annoying those apprehended. 

The only ‘bovver’ I got on the night however, was 
from town councillor John Jeffery who tried to influence 
editorial policy by ‘demanding’ a positive report on 
carnival night! 

I really tried to hide and distance myself from the 
sergeant when a small group of men, some in Exeter 
City FC tops, were told to mind their language in West 
Street. It was obvious they had been to the Tranmere 
game and were in high spirits after the first home win of 
the season. 

As I had been to the same game and endulged in 
colourful language myself, it would have been extremely 
two-faced and stupid to suddenly switch sides and join 
the watch-your-language brigade. 

Talking about football, a young man decided to play 
football with a half-full plastic drinks bottle in Church 
Street. For his troubles, he received what in football 
terms is known as the hair dryer treatment by the 
sergeant. 

The big talking point among officers was the potential 
of a rave being staged in a field after the carnival. 

Police had received intelligence that one float would 
relocate to said field and provide music for the rave. 

A rave in the town two years ago saw the tyres of a 
patrol car being slashed, so police were keen to nip any 
problems in the bud. A number of officers kept tabs on 
the suspect float throughout the evening and I joined a 
field reconnaisance mi ssion at 10pm. 

Nothing untoward was found and we returned to base. 

But I panicked when the over-protective sergeant told 
me to wait at the nick when officers returned to the field. 

He was concerned about my safety, which was nice but 
completely counter-productive and tantamount to 
Wasting Press Time — a very serious charge indeed. 

After all, I have spent a Friday night with the Yeovil 
riot van crew, been on a drugs bust in Crewkerne and 
ride-alongs with a US police force (where I even got to 
man the door of a house in which a body had been 
discovered). 

So in that context, I failed to see the problem. 

We eventually reached a compromise that I could 
come along but had to stay in the car throughout. 

In the end it didn’t really matter as it was a peaceful 
affair, although the resulting story in last week’s paper 
has kicked up a bit of a stink. 

We left with our tyres intact and I later felt like a real 
sheriff when walking home through the broken glass in 
Lyme Street just before midnight.

Decision meeting 
for store a farce 


EDITOR — What a farce the 
meeting to “decide” which 
supermarket would come to Seaton, 
Tesco or Sainsbury’s. 

The enormous queue which formed 
outside the town hall displaying or 
wearing orange symbols, as did many 
shops and businesses in the town, 
made it quite obvious which 
Seatonians preferred.

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Heartbreak 
for Cheryl 
over Kenya 
orphanages

A FORMER Pulman’s employee 
said it was very difficult to leave 
Kenya after spending six weeks 
there as a volunteer. 

Cheryl Dinneen (nee Tregale) has 
qualified as a primary school teacher 
since leaving Pulman’s and 
Axminster, but spent six summer 
weeks in Kenyan orphanages with 
International Volunteers HQ. 

She said: “I spent my first two 
weeks working in an orphanage in 
Mombasa called the Born Again 
Children’s Centre. 

“This was home to 28 orphans 
ranging from four to 18 years old. 

“The orphanage also had a primary 
school on site where the younger 
children were educated, while the 
older children went off to high school. 

“On a daily basis the orphange 
would have up to 90 children in the 
school as all of the poor children from 
the surrounding areas came to the 
school to recieve their education.” 

Her second placement was in 
Nairobi at an orphanage called the 


Grace Academy Centre, housing 50 
orphans aged two to 12 years. 

Cheryl explained: “This orphanage 
also had a primary school on site 
which was in the middle of a slum 
area and the total number of children 
on site on a daily basis was 172, this 
number still growing when I left. 

“All of the children at Grace 
Academy Centre would be fed lunch, 
which for all of the poor and street 
children would more often than not be 
their only meal of the day.” 

Her stay can be described as one of 
multi-tasking as Cheryl took on the 
roles of teacher, caretaker, chef and 
play leader, for example. 

She said: “I spent my time teaching, 
cooking, painting and of course 
playing a lot of games with the 
children. 

“I taught the children English, 
maths and games daily in Mombasa 
and taught English for a whole week 
in Nairobi, which was such an 
amazing experience. 

“Myself and other volunteers 
painted the whole outside of the 
orphanage in Nairobi, including the 
roof. 

“It made the site feel and look so 



much more child-friendly and the 
children all loved their new look 
school. 

“The children there are so 
respectful and are always enthusiastic 
and keen to learn, which was 
amazing. They were all so loving and 
affectionate it was unbelievable, 
given all of their situations, which 
made leaving very difficult for me.” 

It was clearly an eye-opener for the 
25-year-old who is already plotting a 
return, saying: “This experience has 
been life-changing for me because not 
only have I had the realisation of how 



lucky and privileged I am to live the 
way I do, but I also gained such an 
insight into how and why these issues 
occur and the long term 
consequences. It was so 
heartbreaking to see, because none of 
these children had any say in what 
their life would hold for them, and yet 
now they are living with it daily. 

“I only wished I could have done 
more, which is why I am already 
thinking of when I can return to help 
them at the orphanage in Nairobi with 
a project that they are working 
towards.”

My mess in 
wine makin 

A DEMI-JOHN of elderberry wine is quietly 
fermenting on a shelf and should be ready to be 
racked into bottles in several weeks’ time, while 
the sloe gin and vodka is now also doing its stuff 
in kilner jars. 

All very satisfactory, but somehow I always manage 
to cover myself and equipment with red stains 
whenever I strain the elderberry juice into its temporary 
home. Clothing, hands, table and floor receive a 
splattering of juice despite my best efforts and it is 
essential, I have discovered, to perform this delicate 
operation outdoors! 

Still, we are stocked up for another year, though I will 
probably not broach the elderberry for a couple or more 
years. The longer it is left, the better it is! Not so with 
the sloe gin which is always drinkable after six months 
or so. 

I imagine that a good few gallons of sloe and 
elderberry have been brewed this autumn, for the 
hedgerows have been heavy with fruit and now black 
clusters of blackberries are ripe and being picked. Will 
it be a mushroom year, I wonder, for I have yet to see 
any field mushrooms, though I would have thought the 
wet summer and late spell of sunshine we are enjoying 
would have brought them on. 

On a less agreeable note, the invasive plant, 
Himalayan balsam, is making rapid inroads amongst 
the hedges round my home. Whilst the pink flowers are 
pretty and bring a late summer splash of colour to the 
countryside, the plant is overtaking and dominating 
natural vegetation to such an extent that it has now 
become a severe menace. 

First seen on river banks and marshy areas, it now 
seems to be equally at ease in field boundaries and is 
spreading at a frightening rate. The problem is that the 
seed pods literally explode their contents up to seven or 
eight feet so that the plant spreads swiftly and is almost 
unstoppable. 

The only consolation is that it can easily be pulled up, 
but then the foliage should be burnt. I know that work 
parties have cleared several river banks where the 
balsam was overtaking native plants, but once 
established in hedgerows it can be very difficult to 
remove. 

I would suggest that the wildlife trusts, who do so 
much excellent work should consider a major blitz on 
this wretched plant before the countryside turns entirely 
pink! 

I have just heard from one such trust, the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, that an evening event, Fife in the Wild 
will take place in the Great Hall of historic Canford 
School. Taking place on Friday, October 2nd, the 
evening will be a celebration of some of Britain’s fine 
musical and literary talent. 

Music will range from classical to folk, from Debussy 
to Gershwin, while there will be poetry readings from 
poet Nigel Fawrence, Wendy Partridge will play her 
haunting classical guitar and artists new to the 
programme will include Dorset folk musician John 
Bullock and soprano Kathryn Hide from the 
Glyndbourne and English Touring Opera. In addition 
some of Canford School’s young musicians will also be 
performing. 

Canford School is set beside the River Stour in 250 
acres of fine parkland and the estate is home to some of 
the country’s oldest and most venerable trees. It is an 
ideal setting for what should be a glorious evening. 
Tickets are £30 (£10 of which goes to the DWT’s 
conservation work) and includes a welcome drink and 
canapes.

In the early eighties the club nearly folded when 
the team was down to just seven players regis¬ 
tered at the start of the season, but thankfully a few 
former players, including Dick Sturch and Ken 
Clark, came out of retirement rather than see the 
club die. Along with a few other lads they ensured 
Millwey Rise F.C. is still here today! 

The following season saw an upsurge in the

ings and Doug Thompson. 

In the mid eighties, Millwey won back to back 
Tommy Taberer Cups and under the guidance of 
former Western League player Simon Harris, won 
promotion to Division One in 1989/90. 

Millwey have reached a number of cup finals, 
winning the Jack Venn in 2002/03, and in 2003/04, 
2006/2007 and 2009. 

All the above could not have been achieved with¬ 
out some loyal servants. It is hard to name all the 
people who have been part of Millwey Rise F.C. 
during these years but three that have given long 
term, dedicated service are Brian Downton, Tony 
Turner and Doug Thompson.

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Progress on 
Welsh rail 

AT the September meeting of 
Thorncombe Rail Activities 
Club Dave Kent came back to 
talk about the progress towards 
the full reopening of the Welsh 
Highland Railway. 

He started by reminding members 
of the history of the narrow gauge 
line that runs through some of the 
most scenic parts of Snowdonia 
including Bedgelert and the 
Aberglaslyn Pass with its three 
tunnels. 

David showed a lot of slides 
illustrating the state of the line when 
the current company started relaying 
the track. 

A lot of obstacles had to be 
overcome, such as bridges which had 
to be deepened and many rebuilt to 
make room for the larger engines. 

Farmer occupational tracks had to 
be in many cases rerouted before 
track laying could be started. 

It was felt that powerful 
locomotives would be needed in the 
mountain land and some narrow 
gauge Garrett Engines were acquired 
from South Africa along with track 
and some wagons. 

There are still problems to be 
overcome, mainly completing the 
infrastructure where the track passes 
the outskirts of Porthmadog 
involving a crossing on the level of 
the Network Rail track and several 
level crossings before trains can run 
regularly into the Ffestiniog station. 

The next meeting will be on 
Wednesday, November 18th when 
Bernard Mills will be showing slides 
and telling the club about The Diesel 
Hydraulic Era. 

The meeting starts at 7.30pm in 
Thorncombe Village Hall.

Father Michael Koppel, Roman 
Catholic parish priest of Axminster, 
Lyme Regis and Seaton writes that 
there is no doubt who’s in the news 
just now. The relics of St Therese of 
Lisieux, which are currently visiting 
England and Wales, have already 
attracted thousands of pilgrims. But 
that’s hardly surprising when you 
think how the saint has influenced 
the lives of countless people with her 


conviction that one can attain 
holiness by doing well the little 
things of every day life. Fortunately, 
we can all come close to the spirit of 
this Carmelite nun who lived for just 
24 years at the end of the 19th 
Century, by reading her remarkable 
spiritual autobiography, translated 
into English as The Story of a Soul. 

Last week, we had news of repairs 
being completed at one of the larger 
churches in east Devon, which has 
been fortunate to receive financial 
help from national sources. Now 
there is word that one of those 
sources — English Heritage —- can 
no longer provide grants from its 
Cathedral Grants Scheme beyond the 
end of this year owing to a squeeze 
in its allocation from government 
funds. Our own Exeter Cathedral has 
benefited from these grants in the 
past. At the present time, the 
cathedral is in the midst of its 
Millennium Appeal for a total of 
£4million for both fabric repairs and 
funds for the music foundation. 

Readers of this column will know 
that our churches are often in the 
news sadly because of the need for 
extensive and frequently expensive 
repairs to their fabric, which because 
of the age and nature of the buildings 
are very costly. 

The Minster Church at Axminster 
is in this category and its latest need 
is for essential roof repairs. It is good 
to know that English Heritage has 
pledged over half the sum needed 
provided the remainder of the total is 
found locally. The Friends of the 
Minster are arranging a series of 
fundraising events and new members 
are being sought. Membership has 
passed the 200 mark but more are 


needed. Contact 01297 32150 for 
details. 

In the meantime, the Minster 
Church offers organ music. This time 
arranged by the Axminster 
Millennium Trust on Saturday, 
October 3rd at 7.30pm when Thomas 
Trotter will give an organ recital (see 
story on page 15). 

Details of another series of 
concerts, this time in Colyton, have 
just been released. On March 20th 
next year Wells Cathedral School 
Chamber Choir, under conductor 
Nigel Perrin, will sing in St 
Andrew’s Church, and on May 15th, 
again in this church, there will be a 
piano and violin concert sponsored 
by the Tillett Trust. Tickets for 
concerts, which start at 7.30pm, may 
be obtained from Brainwave at 
Colyton on 01297 5532238. 

Moving west a bit, the Community 
Church at Honiton is offering A taste 
of Alpha at the Heathfield Inn, 
Walnut Road, Honiton, on Tuesday, 
October 6th at 7.30pm. The evening 
includes a free two-course meal.

Puffball with 
mushrooms 

serves 4 

PUFFBALLS are a 
strange phenomenon; 
they just turn up at the 
most unexpected 
times anywhere from 
July to October de¬ 
pending on the 
weather. 

When we shot this it 
was actually July and 
the weather just didn’t 
know what it was 
doing and the mush¬ 
rooms were just pop¬ 
ping up way ahead of 
their time. 

Puffball mushrooms 
are inspirational fungi 
to cook with, you can 
dice them and use 
them in a mixture of 
mushrooms or my 
favourite way is to 
slice them and use 
them for a base for, 
well whatever you 


want really. 

They are especially 
good as a breakfast 
dish replacing a piece 
of toast. 

If you are lucky 
enough to find a puff¬ 
ball, just make sure 
its pure white with no 
yellow patches and 
very firm, once they 
start to turn yellow 
they are no good. 

If the puffball is very 
large you may need 
to half it then slice it. 

4 slices of puffball, 
cut to about 2cm 
thick 

2 large shallots, 
peeled, halved and 
finely chopped 
2 cloves of garlic, 
peeled and 
crushed 
salt and freshly 
ground black pep¬ 
per 

400-500g seasonal 
wild mushrooms, 


cleaned and cut 
into even sized 
pieces 

3-4 tbls rapeseed 
oil 

120g butter 
2tbls chopped 
parsley 

Heat a couple table¬ 
spoons of rapeseed 
oil in a large frying 
pan and cook the 
puffball slices for 3-4 
minutes on each side 
until nicely coloured, 
seasoning them dur¬ 
ing cooking and 
adding a little more oil 
if the pan dries up. 

Add a knob of butter 
towards the end of 
cooking and keep 
warm.

SIDMOUTH 9pts NEWTON ABBOT 20pts 

CONDITIONS were ideal for open rugby at the Blackmore, 
with hardly a breath of wind and a dry pitch. The home side 
had a chance to take the lead as early as the first minute. The 
visitors infringed some five metres inside the Sidmouth half 
and Channing struck his place kick well from all of fifty five 
metres only to see it fade just short. 

Newton Abbot took the lead some ten minutes later with 
what was in fact the only try of the game. From set piece pos¬ 
session, they drove through the midfield, recycled quickly and 
full back Saxton made a good incursion into the line to touch 
down some ten yards in from touch. Although he was to go on 
and have a good day with the boot, he could not convert his try. 

He kicked a penalty goal some ten minutes later to take the 
score to 0-8 and, with their pack going well at scrum, lineout 
and in the loose, Newton Abbot looked the likelier outfit at this 
stage. 

They suffered a body blow at this juncture however, for their 
hooker and captain was stretchered off with an ankle injury 
and, apart from anything else, their throwing to the lineout suf¬ 
fered subsequently. 

Sidmouth did mount an attack and won a penalty close to the 
visitors’ line after Newton Abbot had been penalised for a 
needless body check. They kicked the award to the comer but 
knocked on in the subsequent lineout and their opponents 
cleared. 

The visitors then conceded a penalty close to halfway and 
Channing kicked an excellent long range goal. He kicked 
another a few minutes later to narrow the gap still further but 
the game was getting a little fractious now and several players 
were to feel the wrath of the referee before the end. (In fact I 
believe that Sidmouth won the battle of the sin binnings by 
about four to two.) 

>From an infringement near the end of the half, Saxton 
kicked his second penalty of the game to give his side an 11-6 
lead at the halfway stage, a lead that I felt that they just about 
deserved. 

Further sin binnings followed in the second period. (At one 
stage the home side was reduced to thirteen players). Newton 
Abbot stretched away, again via the boot of Saxton, and now 
Sidmouth knew that they would have to score twice if they 
were to win. They did get a score back, again through a 
Channing penalty goal but kept infringing and two further 
place kicks from Saxton took his side out of reach at 20-9 with 
time running out. 

Sidmouth did throw everything into one final attack the last 
and I thought that they had squeezed over in the left hand cor¬ 
ner after a good threequarter move. The referee thought differ¬ 
ently however, ruled “foot in touch” and blew the whistle for 
no side. 

I felt that Newton Abbot just about deserved to win what was 
a pretty uninspiring game. Sidmouth seemed to lack a little in 
confidence somehow and their penalty count was far too high, 
together with their sin binnings. Between them, these failings 
played right into Newton Abbot’s hands and Saxton, their kick¬ 
er, who scored all his side’s points, really made them pay. 

HONITON 81pts ILFRACOMBE 8pts 

HONITON’S demolition of the weaker sides in the revamped 
Devon League continues. 

Playing down the Allhallows slope initially they kicked off, 
caught their opponents in possession, recycled and sent the ball 
wide to Dobson who scored in the comer. They then ran their 
opponents’ restart kick back at them, De Large grubbered and 
Guilbert gathered and touched down. 

Although both scores were unconverted, Honiton had moved 
into a ten point lead before the game was five minutes old.

THIS was a rather physical contest, perhaps a little too physi¬ 
cal early on. In any event the home side lost number eight Jon 
Galling with a cut eye that needed half a dozen stitches before 
the game was a couple of minutes old. 

His departure required some reorganisation by the home side 
and Tavistock prospered as a consequence. 

After ten minutes their winger gathered a loose ball in the 
home defence and made the line and, a few minutes later they 
increased their lead with a converted try after they had broken 
down the left. 

Honiton then came back however, winning a succession of 
five metre scrums and being held up on a couple of occasions 
close to them. They then spun the ball wide for full back Cook 
to get over and he had the wit to run to the posts, making Ollie 
Rice’s conversion a formality. A Rice penalty goal completed 
the scoring for the half and took the half time score to 10-12. 

Honiton began to establish an edge forward after the break 
and in fact the game went to uncontested scrums in the second 
half. They fell further behind however when the Tavistock out 
half took advantage of some shoddy tackling to score a try that 
remained unconverted. 

Honiton again established pressure however and, when the 
visitors tried to get cute by offloading behind their own line, 
Tom Church was well up to get a hand on the loose ball. Rice 
duly was converted and had the chance to win it for his side 
only to see a penalty goal attempt at the last, taken from the 
very edge of his range, slide just wide. At the end though a 
draw was probably a fair result. 

PREVIEW 

GAMES do not get any easier for SIDMOUTH as they try to 
get their season on track, and I’m sure that they would not 
expect them to. They travel to play another tester at PAIGN¬ 
TON on Saturday, a side who has won two of its four league 
games so far and who has run Ivybridge close and contained 
Hartpury College to a twenty point margin into the bargain. 

I do think that Sidmouth were often their own worst enemies 
on Saturday, with their high penalty count, their yellow cards 
and their lack of cohesion and confidence. 

Most of these defects can be rectified in the short term and 
they certainly will need to do so if they are to return from 
Paignton with a win. HONITON, who have won all three of 
their league games, and two by a distance, face one of their 
more difficult encounters on Saturday when they travel to the 
Newton Abbot side NEW CROSS. 

These newly formed opponents have started their season 
pretty well and recently shared the spoils with Wessex, whom 
Honiton defeated narrowly first time out. Bearing in mind that 
the Allhallows mob do tend to have a collective nosebleed, fig¬ 
uratively speaking, when they travel west of Exeter, this game 
is a potential banana skin for them.
